समिति की सिफारिशों पर भाग्न सरकार के निर्णयों को भूतपूर्व 
व्यापार तथा उद्योग मंत्रालय के सकल्प सं० 18( 4 )/ 59-नमक 
दिनांक 3 मई म अधिसूचित किया गया था । समिति की सिफारिश 
सं० 18 तथा 19 के तथा सरकार के निर्णयों में स्पष्ट असंगतता 
सरकार के ध्यान में लाई गई है । 

2. नमक समिति की सिफारिश /निष्कर्ष सं० 18 तथा 19 
जो संक्षिप्त रूप में 1961 के संकल्प में दी गई थी , इस प्रकार है : -- 

“ ( 18) सरकारी भूमि नमक के उत्पादन के लिये साधारणतया 
99 वर्ष के पट्टे पर दी जानी चाहिए और वर्तमाम पट्टा की अवधि 
भी 99 वर्ष तक बढ़ा दी जानी चाहिये । (पैरा 11 . 8 ) । " 
"( 19 ) नमक बनाने के लिये पट्टे पर दी गई मरकारी भूमि 
के एक पार्टी से दूसरी पार्टी के पट्टे के हस्तान्तरण की अवस्था 
में या उस पट्टे की अवधि बढ़ाने की अवस्था में नया अभ्यर्पण 
शुल्क नहीं लिया जाना चाहिए -- (पैरा 11 , 8 ) । ” । 

3. इन सिफारिशों पर सरकार के विचार उपरोक्त संकल्प 
के पैरा 3 ( 9 ) में अधिसूचित किए गए थे और वह निम्न प्रकार है: --- 

" सरकार सिफारिश सं० 18 को स्वीकार करती है किन्तु पट्टे 
की अवधि में 20 वर्ष सीमित रखना चाहेगी । इन पट्टों के और 
20 वर्ष के लिये नवीकरण पर उचित समय पर विचार किया 
जा सकता है किन्तु वह प्रत्येक मामले के गुणावगुण पर तथा 
उन शर्तों पर होगा जो सरकार तय करेगी । सरकार मिफारिश 
सं० 19 को स्वीकार करती है किन्तु इसमें नमक के व 
कारखाने सम्मिलित नहीं होंगे जिन्होंने चालू पट्ट पर कोई 
शुल्क नहीं दिया है । " 

4. प्रश्न उठाया गया है कि जब पट्टे की अवधि और बढ़ा दी 
जाती है तो नया अम्मर्पण शुल्क देय हो जाता है अथवा नहीं । सिफा 
रिश सं0 18 पर सरकार के निर्णयानुमार अवधि का बढ़ाया जाना 
सरकार द्वारा तय की जाने वाली शर्तों के अनुसार होगा , किन्तु 
सिफारिश सं० 19 पर निर्णय से यह प्रतीत होता है कि उन 
नमक के कारखानों पर नया अधिन्यास शुल्क नहीं लगाया जाना 
चाहिये जो चालू अभ्यर्पण के समय शुल्क दे चुके है ।

लिया जाना चाहिये । " 
5. उपरोक्त पंरा में लिखो तीन मुख्य सिफारिशें इस प्रकार हैं : 
( 1 ) पट्टे की सामान्य अवधि 99 वर्ष होनी चाहिये । 
( 2 ) पट्टे की अवधि में पट्टे को एक पार्टी से दूसरी पार्टी को 

अभ्यर्पित करने पर नया अभ्यर्पण शुल्क नहीं लिया 

जाना चाहिये । 
( 3 ) 99 वर्ष से कम वाले बाल पट्टों की अवधि को 99 

वर्ष तक बढ़ा दिया जाये और उस पर नया अभ्यर्पण 

गुल्क नहीं लिया जाना चाहिये । 
जहां तक प्रथम मद का सम्बन्ध है सरकार का निर्णय अवधि 
को 20 वर्ष तक सीमित करने का था न कि 99 वर्ष तक । 

जहां तक दूसरी सिफारिश का संबन्ध है सरकार ने उसे स्वीकार 
कर लिया है और पट्टे की अवधि में ही पट्टे की एक पार्टी से दुसरी 
पार्टी को अभ्यर्पित करते समय नया अभ्यर्पण शल्क नहीं लिया जा 
रहा । 

जहां तक तीसरी सिफारिश का सम्बद्ध है, 99 वर्ष में कम अवधि 
वाले पट्टों की अवधि को 99 वर्षों तक बढ़ाने का प्रश्न ही नहीं उठता 
क्योंकि सरकार का निर्णय पट्टों की अवधि को 20 वर्ष तक सीमित 
रखने का था । 99 वर्ष से कम अवधि वाल पट्टों की अवधि को 
99 वर्ष तक बढ़ाये जाने पर नये अभ्यर्पण शुल्क लिये जाने का प्रश्न 
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ही नहीं उठता । जैसा कि पहले 3 मई, 1961 के सरकार के संकल्प 
में स्पष्ट कर दिया गया है कि 20 वर्ष की अवधि के पश्चात पट्टों के 
नवीकरण का प्रत्येक मामले पर विचार गुणावगुण के आधार पर

___ 6. स्पष्टीकण के हेतु पट्टों की अवधि बढ़ाने पर सरकारी

general information , in pursuance of the provisions contalned 
in rule 7A of the Indian Forest Service (Recruitment) Rules , 
1966 . The provisions of the aforesaid rule shall remain in 
force till the 28th January , 1971. unless extended by 
Government. 

2 . The number of vacancies to be Alled on the results of 
the examination will be specified in the Notice issued by the 
Commission. 

Reservations will be made for candidates belonging to the

After the examination , the candidates will bo arranged 
by the Commission in tho order of merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks flnally awarded to each candidate , and in 
that order so many candidates as are found by the Commis 
sion to be qualified by the examination shall be recommonded 
for appointment. 

Provided that any candidato belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes or the Schoduled Tribes, who though not qualified by 
tho standard prescribod by the Commission for the Servico , Is 
declared by them to be suitable for appointment thereto with 
due regard to the maintenance of officiency of administration , 
shall be recommended for appointment to vacancies reservod 
for members of the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled 
Tribes, as the case may be , in tho Service. 

17. If on the result of the examination , a sufficient number 
of qualified candidates is not available to fill the vacancies 
roscrved for released Emergency Commissioned / Short Service 
Commissioned Officers, the unfilled vacancics shall be filled in 
the manner prescribed by the Government in this behalf. 

18 . The form and mamer of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Commission in their discretion and the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result . 

19 . Success in the examination confers no right to appoint 
ment, unless Government are satisfied after such cnquiry as 
may be considered necessary, that tho candidate is suitable 
in all respects for appointment to tho Service . 

20 . A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to Interfere with tho 
discharge of his duties as an officer of the Service . A candi 
date who after such medical examination as Government or 
the appointing authority , as the case may be , may prescribe 
is found not to satisfy these requirements , will not be appoint 
ed . Any candidate called for the viva voce by the Commis 
sion may be required to undergo medical examination. 

NOTE , -- In order to prevent disappointment candidates are 
advised to have themselves examined by a Government Medi 
cal Officer of the standing of a Civil Surgeon , before applying 
for admission to the examination , Particulars of the nature of 
the medical test to which candidates will be subjected before 
appointment and of the standards required are given in Appen 
dix IV to these Rules . For the disablod ox - Defence Services 
personnel the standards will be relaxed consistent with tho 
requirements of the Service .

2 . The technique of the Viva voce is not that of a strict 
cross examination, but of a natural, though directed and pur . 
posive conversation , intended to reveal the mental quallties 
of the candidate , e .g ., the intellectual curiosity , critical powers 
of observation and assimilation , balance of judgment. And 
alertness of mind ; initiative, tact , capacity for leadership ; the 
ability for social cohesion ; mental and physical energy and 
powers of practical application ; integrity of character ; and 
other qualities such as topographical sense , love for out -door 
life and the desire to explore unknown and out of way places . 

APPENDIX III 

( Vide Rule 23 ) 
The Appendix bricily describes the conditions of service as 
applicable to candidates recruited through the regular Indian 
Forest Service Examination . The seniority and pay of the 
candidates who may be appointed on the results of this exa 
mination would be regulated in accordance with the special 
orders issued by the Government in this behalf, 

( a ) Appointments will be made on probation for a period 
of three years which may be extended . Successful candidates 
will be required to undergo probation at such place and in 
such manner and pass such examinations during the period 
of probation as the Government of India may determine. 

( b ) If, in the opinion of Government the work or con 
duct of an officer on probation is unsatisfactory or shows that 
ho is unlikely to become efficient Government may discharge 
him forthwith , 

( c ) On the conclusion of his period of probation , Govern 
ment may confirm the officer in his appointment or, if his 
Work or conduct has in the opinion of Government been un 
satisfactory Government may cither discharge him from the 
Service or may extend his period of probation for such fur 
ther period as Government may think fit . 

( d ) If the power to make appointments in the Service is 
delegated by Government to any officer that officer may 
exercise any of the powers of Government under clauses ( b ) 
and ( c ) above . 

( e ) An officer belonging to the Indian Forest Service will 
be liable to serve anywhere in India or abroad either under 
the Central Government or under a State Government.

The paper will also include questions on History of 
India and Gcography of a nature which candidates should be 
able to answer without special study . 

PART B 
Viva voce : The candidates will be examined by a Board

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any disease or abnormality . The candidate will

( ii ) Visual Acuity . The examination for determining 

the acuteness of vision includes two tests, ono for 
distant, the other for near vision. Each eye will be 

examined separately . 
There shall be no limit for minimum naked eye vision but 
the naked eye vision of the candidates shall , however , be 
recorded by the Medical Board or other medical authority 
in every caso , as it will furnish the basic information in 
regard to the condition of the eye .

( 1 ) Fundus Examination . - - Wherever possible fundus 
examination will be carried out at the discretion of the 
Medical Board and results recorded . 

(2 ) Colour Vision - (i) The testing of colour vision shall 
be esscntial,

Tho rogulations are also intended to provide guide lines to 
tho medical examiners and a candidate who does pot satisfy 
the minimum requirements prescribed in the regulations can 
not be declared fit by the medical examiners, However , while 
holding that a candidate is not fit according to the norms laid 
down in these regulations, it would be permissible for a Medi 
cal Board to recommend to the Government of India for 
reasons specifically recorded in writing that he may be admit 
ted to service without disadvantage to Government. It should , 
however , be clearly understood that the Government of India 
reserve to themselves , absolute discretion to reject or accept 
arty candidate after considering the report of the Medical 
Board . For the disabled ex - Doíçnce Services personnel the 
standards will be relaxed consistent with the requirements of 
the Service ) . 

1. To be passed as fit for appointment a candidate must 
be in good mental and bodily health and free from any 
physical defçct likely to interferç with thọ cfficient perfor 
mance of the duties of his appointment. 

2 . Walking test .- - The candidates will be required to 
qualify in walking test of 25 Kilometers to be completed in 
4 hours. The arrangement for conducting this test will be 
made by the Inspector General of Forests , Government of 
ladia so as to synchronise with the sittings of the Medical 
Board . 

3 . ( a ) In the matter of the correlation of age , height and 
chest girth of candidates of Indian ( including Anglo - Indian ) 
race it is left to the Medical Board to use whatever correla 
tion figures are considered most suitable as a guide in the 
examination of the candidates . If there be any disproportion 
with regard to height, weight and chest girth , the candidate 
should be hospitalised for investigation and X - ray of the 
chest taken before the candidato is declared fit or not fit by 
the Board ,

The minimum height prescribed is relaxablo in case of

4 . The candidates height will be measured as follows : 
He will remove his shocs and be placed against the 

standard with his feet together and the welght 
thrown on the heels and not on the toes or other 
sides of the fect.

( iii ) Satisfactory colour vision constitutes recognition with 
easc and without hesitation of signal red , signal green and 
white colours . The use of Ishihara s plates, shown, in good 
light and suitable lantern like Edrige Green s shall be con 
sidered quite dependable for testing colour vision . While 
either of the two tests may ordinarily be considered suficient, 
in respect of the services concerncd with road , rail and air 
traffic , it is essential to carry out the lantern test. In doubt 
ful cases where a candidate fails to qualify when tested by 
only the one of the tests , both the tests should be employed . 

( 3 ) Field of vision . - - The field of vision shall be tested in 
respect of all services by the confrontation method . Where 
such test gives unsatisfactory or doublful results, the field of 
vision should be determined on the perimeter . 

(4 ) Night Blindness. - - Night blindness need not be tested 
as a routine, but only in special cases, No standard test for 
the testing of night- blindness or dark adaption is prescribed. 
The Medical Board should be given the discretion to impro 
vise such rough tests, c .p . recording of visual acuity with 
reduced illumination or by making the candidate recognise 
various objects in a darkened room after he / she has been 
therefor 20 to 30 minutes, Candidates own statements 
should not always be relied upon but they should be given 
due consideration , 

( 5 ) Ocular conditions other than visual acuity -- ( a ) Any 
organic disease or a progressive refractive error which is likely 
to result in lowering the visual acuity should be considered 
as a disqualification , 

( b ) Trachoma. - Trachoma, unless complicated , shall not 
ordinarily be a cause for disqualification , 

( c ) Squint. - As the presence of binocular vision is essen 
tial, squint, even if the visual acuity is of the prescribed 
standard , should be considered as a disqualification 

(d ) One- eyed persons. The employment of one- eyed indi 
viduals is not recommended . 
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8 . Blood Pressure . 

The Board will use its discretion regarding Blood Pressure. 
A rough method of calculating normal maximum Systolic 
pressuro is ag follows : 
( i) With young subjects 15 _ -25 years of ago the averago 

is about 100 plus the ago . 
( il ) With subjects over 25 years of age the general rule 

of 110 plus half the age stemg quite satisfactory. 
N . B . - As a general rule any gystolic presguro over 140 
mm and diastolic over 90 mm should be regarded as guspl 
cious and the candidate should be hospitalised by the Board 
beforo giving their final opinion regarding the candidate s 
fitness or otherwise . The hospitalization report should indi 
cate whether the rise in blood pressuro is of a transient naturo 
duro to excitement etc., or whether it is due to any organic 
disease . In all such cases X -ray and electrocardiographic 
examinations of heart and hlood urea clearance test should 
also be done ag a routine. The final decision as to the fitness 
or otherwise of a candidate will, however, rost with the medi 
cal board only . 

Method of taking Blood Pressure 
The mercury manometer type of Instrument should be 
used as A rule . The measurement should not be taken 
within fifteen minutes of any exercise or excitement. Pro 

vided the natient. and narticularly his arm is relaxed, he 
may be either lying OT sitting . The arm is supported com 
fortrhly at the patient s side in a more or lege horizantal 
position . The arm should he freed from the clothes to the 
shoulder . The cuff comnlntelv d - flatent should be applied 
with the middle of the rubher over the inner side of the arm , 
and its lower enige an inch or two above the bend of the 
elbow . The following tur s of cloth hardage should spread 
evonly over the bag to avoid bulging during inflation , 

The brachial artery is located by palpitation at the bend 
of the elbow and the stethoscone is then annlied lightly and 
centrally over It below , but not in contact with the cuff, The 
cuff la inflnted to shout 200 mm . He, and then slowly deflat 
ed . The level at which tho column stands when soft gucces 
give sounds are heard represents the Systolic Pressure . When 
more air is allowed to escane the sounds will be heard to 
increase in intensity , The level at which the well-heard clear 
Sounds change to snft muffled fading sound represents tho 
ninetolin nresaire The measurements should be taken in a 
fairly hrief period of time ag nrolonged pressite of the cuff 
is irritating to the patient annt will vitiate the readings . 
Rechecking, if necessary should ha donm only a few minntes 
after comnlete deflation of the cuff. ( Sometimes, ag the cuff 
is deflated sounds are heard at a certain level, they may d19 
appear as a pressure falls and reappear at a still lower level. 
This "Silent Gap may cause error in reading ) . 

9 . The urine (passed in the presence of the examinaner ) 
should be examined and the results recorded . Whero a 
Medical Board finds sugar present in a candidate s urine by 
the usual chemical tests the Board will proceed with the 
examination with all its other aspects and will also specially 
note any signa or simptoms 511ggestive of diabetes . If except 
for the glycosurla the Board finds the candidate conforms to 
the standard of medical Atness roquired they may pass tho 
candidate " fit subicct to the glycosuria heing non - diabetic " and 
the Board will refer the case to a specified specialist in Medl 
cine who has hospital and laboratory facilities at his disposal, 
The Medical Specialist will carry out whatever examinations , 
clinical and laboratory , ho considers necessary including a 
standard blood sugar toleranco test and will submlt his 
oninion to the Medical Board , upon which the Medical Board 
will base its final opinion " At" or " unit" . The candidato 
will not be required to appear in person before the Board on 
the second occasion . To exclude the offects of medication it 
may be necessary to retain A candidate for several days in 
hospital under strict supervision , 

10 . A woman candidate who ag a result of tests is found 
to he pregnant of 12 weeks standing of over should he 
declared temporarily unft until the confinement is over . She 
should be rc - eraminod for fitness certificate six weeks after 
the date of confinement subject to the production of a medi 
cal certificate of fitness from a registered medical practitioner , 
11. The following additional points should be observed : 
( a ) that the candidate s hearing in each ear is gond and 

that there is no sign of disease of the ear . In caso 
it is defective the candidato should be examined by 


the car specialist. Provided that it tho detect in 
hoaring is remediable by Operation or by use of a 
hearing ald , a candidate cannot be declarod unit on 
that account provided he / she has no progross }ve 

discaso in the car; 
( b ) that his /her speech is without Impediment; 
( c ) that his /her teeth , are in good order and that he /she 

is provided with dentures where necessary for 
effective mastication (well Alled toeth will bo con 

sidered as sound ) ; 
( d ) that the chest is well formed and his chest expansion 

sufficient; and that his heart and lungs are sound ; 
(e ) that there is no evidence of any abdominal disease ; 
( f) that he is not ruptured ; 
( 8 ) that he does not suffer from hydrocele, a sovero 

degree of varicocele , varicose veins or piles ; 
( h ) that his limbs, hands and feet are well formed and 

developed and that thero is free and perfect motion 

of all his Jolats; 
(i) that he docs not suffer from any inveterate skin 

disease ; 
(j) that there is no congenital malformation or defect ; 
( k ) that he does not bear traces of acuto or chronic 

discaso pointing to an Impaired constitution . 
(1) that he bears marks of efficient vaccination ; and 
( m ) that he is free from communicable discaso , 
12 . Radiographic examination of the chost should be dopo 
as a routine in all cases for detecting any abnormality of the 
heart and lungs, which may not be apparent by ordinary 
physical examination , 

When any defoct is found it must be noted in tho cortificato 
and the medical examiner should state his opinion whethor 
or not it is likely to interfere with the efficient performance 
of the duties which will be required of tho candidate . 

NOTE . - Candidates aro warped that there is no right of 
appeal from a Medical Board , special or standing , appointed 
to detorminc their fitness for the above services . If, however , 
Government are satisfied on the evidence produced before 
them of the possibility of an error of judgment in tho deci 
sion of the first Board , it is open to Government to allow an 
appeal to a Second Board , Such evidence should be sub 
mitted within one month of the date of the communication 
in which the decision of the first Medical Board is communi 
cated to the candidate , otherwise no request for an appeal to 
a second Modical Board will be considered . 


If any medical certificate is produced by a candidato as a 
piece of evidence about the possibility of an error of Judg 
ment in the decision of tho first Board , the certificate will not 
be taken into consideration unless It contains & note by the 
medical practitioner concerned to the effect that it has been 
given in full knowledge of the fact that the candidate has 
already been rejeced as unfit for service by the Medical 
Board . 


Medical Board s Report 
The following intimation is made for tho guldance of tho 
Medical Examiner : 


1. The standard of physical fitness to be adopted should 
mako due allowance for the age and length of servico, if any, 
of the candidate concerned . 
No person will be deemed qualified for admission to tho 

Public Service who shall not satisfy Government, or 
the appointing authority , as the case may be that ho 
has no disease , constitutional affection , or bodily 
Infirmity unfitting him , or likely to unfit him for that 

servico . 
It should be understood that the question of fitnous in 

volves the future as well as the present and that one 
of the main objects of medical examination is to 
secure continuous effective service , and in the case 
of candidates for permanent appolotment to prevent 
carly pension or payments in case of prematuro 
death . It is at the same time to be noted that the 
question is one of the likelihood of continuous effec 
tive servico, and that rejection of a candidato good 
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not be advised on account of the presonco of a 
defect which in only a small proportion of cascs is 

found to interfere with continuous effective Service . 
A lady doctor will be co -opted as a member of tho Medi 

cal Board whenever a woman candidate is to be 

examincd , 
The report of the Medical Board should be treated as 

confidential. 
In case where a candidate is declared unfit for appoint 

ment in the Government Service the grounds for 
rejection may be communicated to the candidato in 
broad torms without giving minuto details regarding 

the defects pointed out by the Medical Board . 
In cases where a Medical Board considers that a minor 

disability disqualifying a candidate for Government 
service can bo cured by treatment (medical of surgi 
cal ) a statement to that effect should be recorded 
by the Medical Board .

" ( 19 ) No further assignment fco should be charged for 
Government salt lands leased for manufacture of salt in 
the event of a transfer of lease from ono party to another 
or cxtension of an existing lease (para 11, 8 ) . " 

3. Government s vicws thereon were notified in para 3 ( ix ) 
of the above Resolution in the following terms ; 

" Government accept recommendation No. 18 but would 
like to limit the period of lease to 20 years . Renewal of 
such leases for a further period of 20 years could bo con 
sidered on merits at appropriate time, on such terms and 
conditions as Government may docide, Government also 
accept recommendation No. 19 except in respect of those 
salt works which did not pay any fees at the time of 
current assignment." 

4 . The question has been raised whether when a lease for 
a 20 years period is extended any fresh assignment for is 
payable . According to Government s decision on recommen 
dation No. 18 , the extension of the leaso would be on such 
terms and conditions as Government may decide , but the 
decision on recommendation No. 19 would seem to suggest 
that no further assignment fees should be levied in respect of 
s alt works which paid fees at the time of current assignment .
